At  lb*  station  of  Waata,  fifty  miles  from 
Cairo,  the  road  bran  alias  off  to  the  Fayoum.

tea  by  the  aid  of  a  spirit-lamp,  to  the  in¬ 
tense  interest  of  the  spectators,  and  sketch 
the  curiously  shaped  Pyramid  of  lleidum, 
rising  in  stage*  behind  the  village  of  that 
.  name,  some  four  miles  distant—  interesting 
I  as  baring  farm* bed,  from  the  adjoining 
Mast&baa,  the  oldest  sculptures  in  the 
world,  and  the  earliest  existing  examples  of 
the  art  of  writing.  kL  Damino*,  the 
French  Egyptologist,  who  unearthed  these 
statues  about  ten  years  ago,  gave  me  an  in¬ 
teresting  account  of  their  discovery.  It 
seem*  that  the  sheik  of  the  village  of  llei- 
dum  took  the  unprecedented  step  of  tend¬ 
ing  a  message  direct  to  Ivmafl  {Pasha,  the 
late  Khedive,  to  tell  him  that  be  had  found 
cavern*  full  of  tresrore  in  his  neighborhood. 
The  Khedive  referred  the  intelligence  to  the 
late  Mariette  Pasha,  who  did  not  attach 
much  credit  to  it,  but  dispatched  Damn  os 
Bey,  who  was  then  assisting  him  in  his  an¬ 
tiquarian  researches,  to  verify  it.  On  ar¬ 
riving  at  the  spot,  Deninos  Bey  found  the 
sheik  In  eousideraUe  trepidation  from  the 
threats  of  one  of  the  local  official*,  who  re¬ 
sented  hie  having  e ported  to  the  Khedive 
direct  in* tend  of  taroogh  the  regmlar  chan¬ 
nels.  However,  *v  comforted  by  • 
deco  radon  and  the  promise  of  protection, 
and  waa  requested  to  lead  the  way  to  the 
cavern.  This  turned  oat  to  be  an  nnim- 
portent  Buie  hole,  but  Deminas  Bey  row 
other  indications  in  the  neighborhood  which 
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might  be  attended  with  rarcees — the  more 
especially  ae  ha  had  got  his  excavating 
party  on  the  spot,  aad  was  unwilling  to  sn- 
turs  re  infeeta.
